BULUWAYO (Matabeleland,) Oct. 13. 
—(By South African Cable. Delayed in 
transmission.)

|Republican Machinery 


A-whizzing. 


Three Thousand Speakers are to 
Take the Field. 


The Modern Languages Will Have 
an Airing. 


Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Kentucky to Be 
Sown with Campaign Literature. 


(BY THE TIVES’ SPECIAL WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Sun’s Chicago special says 
the Republican national campaigners 
turned on more steam today. This was 
by Chief Engineer Hanna’s orders. The 
colossal machinery at work for sound 
money and national honor is to move 
more rapidly, effectively and determin- 
edly as each day goes by. 

It was announced today that in the 
last week of the campaign 3000 speakers 
will be in the field of battle every day. 
Others will be assigned by the respec- 
tive State committees of Michigan, In- 
diana, Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, Kansas and Kentucky. 
All of these States are also to be car- 
peted with campaign literature. 

In addition to the little army of 
American speakers, Chairman Hahn has 
command of a platoon of Hebrew, 
Dutch, Finnish, Spanish, French, Nor- 
wegians, Swedish, Bohemians, German 
and Italian speakers. These have all 


be sent into every State mentioned, and 
they are to make things hum. They are 
to relieve each other day by day until 
the final week of the campaign, and 
then all are to make one grand swoop 
on the enemy’s line. 

In no campaign in national history 
have the issues called for so many 
speakers. In no campaign have so 
many speakers of foreign languages 
been required. Their services have 
been essential because of the tactics of 
the Bryanites in 


reach the voters. None is more marked 
than campaigning in tents. This has 
been done in Illinois, Iowa and Kan- 
sas. In Chicago, Cook county Repub- 
licans have a tent which cost $15,000. It 
will seat 12,000. It has been used in 
many parts of the city, and before elec- 
tion day rolls around it is to be used in 
all of the thirty-four wards and in the 
town of Cicero. The county Repub- 
licans explained today that this tent 
was the least expensive, and yet most 
effective mode of campaigning yet in- 
vented, and yet it costs $130 every time 
to move the tent from one ward to an- 
other. 

In Iowa and Kansas the tents will 
hold audiences of 4000 to 6000, and are 
moved from one Congress District to 
another, just as.the Chicago tent is 
moved from one ward to another. The 
tents are always jammed to the flaps, 
rain or shine. Few except those who 
have attended the meetings held in 
these tents, not only here in Chicago, 
but in Kansas and Iowa, can appreciate 
the interest of people in the issues of 
the campaign. Men, women and chil- 
dren, beaus and sweethearts, bankers, 
merchants, farmers, and all other work- 
ingmen, turn out by thousands to at- 
tend these meetings. 

Sometimes the meetings are held in 
the afternoon and sometimes in the 
evening, and very often there are meet- 
ings both in the morning and evening. 
There is always a fine band on hand, 
and this by no means is the least in- 
teresting or enjoyable feature. Bands 
on the prairies of and Kansas are 
not as plentiful as in New York and 
other big eastern cities. 

This style of campaigning is to be 
pushed along. The number of theaters 
on the list is to be ine daily, as 
are also the tent and other meetings 
from this time up to the time of elec- 
tion day. 

Activeunder the same command to “hit 
her up,” the literary bureau has rushed 
forward the work of distributing cam- 
paign literature. Already 200 tons of 
documents, each containing from two 
to eighty pages, have been distributed, 
but before election day comes around 
Col. Heath will have distributed 300 
tons, or 300,000,000 campaign documents. 

Nearly 30,000 express and freight 
packages have already been sent to 
various States in the Union, and to Ter- 
ritories as well. The literature sent into 
the Territories is for the purpose of 
influencing the results as to fights for 
Congress deiegates, and besides every 
one of the Territories expect to be ad- 
mitted to statehood on the advent of 
McKinley.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The gen- 
eral executive board of the Knights of 
Labor concluded its labors here today 
and adjourned. The meeting was pre- 
liminary to the annual meeting of the 
order at Rochester, November 10, and 
for the purpose of arranging four an- 
nual reports. That of Master Workman 
Sovereign was not considered, as he is 
absent in the West. 

The report of Worthy General Fore- 
man Bishop will strongly recommend 
that a new fight be organized this com- 
ing winter for government ownership 
of railways, telegraph and _ telephone 
lines.

NDW YORK, Oct. 14.—A special to 
the Herald from Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
says that a committee has been formed 
to collect funds and distribute relief to 
the thousands who are without homes, 
food or clothing.

AS A PUBLIC AFFAIR. 


GENERAL SHOOTING AFFRAY AT 
ME ER, COLO. 


Three Men Rob a Bank and are 
Surrounded by Citizens—Two of 
the Desperadoes hilled Outright. 
The Third Dies Later—Four 
Townspeople Wounded. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LEADVILLBE (Colo.,) Oct. 14.—A 
special to the Herald-Democrat from 
Meeker, Colo., says that yesterday 
afternoon three men entered the Bank 
of Meeker, which is connected with 
the storeroom of J. W. Hughes & Co., 
who own the bank. Two of the men 
held up the store employés while the 
third went to the bank cashier’s win- 


dow and, firing one shot, ordered the' 


cashier to throw up his hands, The or- 
der was not quickly obeyed and the 
robber fired again, whereupon the 
cashier’s hands went up. The manager 
of the store was then forced to open the 
bank door and, after gathering up all 
the money in sight, the robbers 
marched the cashier and store employés 
into the street with hands uplifted. 
Then they rushed out the back way 
with their booty. 

Citizens attracted by the shots had 
pretty surrounded the building by this 
time and, being armed, opened fire on 
the robbers, two of whom, Charles 
Jones and William Smith, were killed 
by the first volley. The third man, 
George Harris, was shot through the 
lungs, dying in two hours. He is fully 
identified and gave the other names,’ 
which are believed to-be fictitious. Four 
citizens were wounded:

EX-SENATOR FERRY DEAD. 


A Prominent Character in Later 
American History. : 
GRAND HAVEN (Mich.,) Oct. 14.— 
Ex-Senator Thomas . Ferry died 
here very suddenly this morning of 


Paralysis. 


Senator Ferry had been in splendid 
health, excepting attacks of sudden 
disease, until three days ago, when 
he took to his bed. Last evening he was 
given a hypodermic injection. The fam- 
ily sat up with him until he seemed 
asleep. This morning they found he 
was dead. Hon. E. P. Ferry and Col. 
Montague Ferry, his brother, residing 
at Park City, Utah, have been wired, 
and as soon as the dispatch is re- 
ceived, an arrangement will be made 
for the funeral. The interment will be 
at Lake Forest Cemetery. 

Thomas White Ferry was born at 
Mackinac June 1, 1827. In 1853 he was 
elected to the Legislature, in 1864 to 
Congress, and in 1871 to the United 
States Senate. During the Hayes and 
Wheeler electoral count he was presi- 
dent of the joint meeting, heaving been 
on the death of Vice-President Wilson 
acting Vice-President. He was defeated 
for reélection to the Senate by Thomas 
Wheeler in 1882. He was unmarried. 


Indicted Bank Directors. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 14.—The grand 
jury have indicted eleven directors of 
the Bank of Commerce, which ciosed 
up last month with a loss of $310,000. 
Cashier Deblanc was also indicted for 
falsely swearing to bank statements. 
The indicted directors are some of the 
most prominent men of the community, 


“PROF. GOODE’s SUCCESSOR. 
President Jordan of Leland Stanford 


University Prominently Mentioned. 
.WASHNGTON, Oct. 14.—President 


‘| Jordan of the Leland Stanford Uni- 


versity. California. ia most prominently 
mentioned to succeed the late Prof. 
Goode as assistant secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institue and director of 
the National Museum. The appoint- 
ment is not likely to be made before 
the January meeting of the board of 
regents, but the question is already 


attracting much attention in scientific 
circles. 


The directors of the National Mu- 
seums of England, France and other 
European countries, .are from the 
ranks of the foremost scientists, and 
hone is expressed that the successor to 
President Goode will be one of the 
first scientists of this country, capable 
of expanding the museum and making 
it truly national. New buildings are 
to be built, which will afford the 
new director an opportunity for ad- 
ministrative work. The appointment 
is made by the board of regents 
usually on the recommendation of the 
secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, Prof, Langtry, who has not yet 
takes up the question of Prof. Goode’s 
successor. 

It is said, however, that the ap- 
pointment is of such importance that 
the members of the board will take a 
personal interest in it, deferring 
largely to Prof. Langtry’s judgment. 
An Executive Committee, consisting 
of ex-Senator Henderson, Hon. Gardi- 
ner Hubbard and Postmaster-General 
Willson, live in Washington, and if 
need be a special meeting can be held 
to make an appointment, "but this is 
not -expeeted. 

President Jordan of the Leland Stan- 
ford University is being urged fur his 
eminent scientific attainments. ‘He is 
one of the best-known naturalists in 
America, and it appears to be con- 
ceded that a naturalist will be chosen. 
although the ethnologist is among 
those mentioned for the place. Jor- 
Gan was appointed last spring presi- 
dent of the commission of experts to 
go to Bering Sea and investigate the 
condition of seal life. Before going 
to Leland Stanford University Jordan 
was president of Indiana University. 
In both positions he showed marked 
executive ability, which, it is said, 
would be of value in the development 
of the National Museum. 

Dr. Charles Merriam, ornithologist 
of the Agricultural Department: F. 
W. True, curator of mammals at the 
museum, and, since the dead of Prof. 
Goode, in temporary charge of the 
museum, and W. J. Meege of the Bu- 
reau of Ethnology, are also mentianed, 
but the drift of sentiment in scientific 
circles is strongly toward Prof. Jor- 
dan. It is not known that he would 
accept. His present salary is $10,000, 
while that of director of the muserm 
is less than half as much. It is said, 
however, that the directorship would 
afford the scientist opportunities for 
conducting his research which would 
compensate for any money

Two Robbers Go Through the

An Attack on the Express-car Safe 
FalilsA Goodly Proportion of 
Cash Probabiy Obtained—Con- 
fliilcting Stories of the Event,

OMAHA, Oct. 14.—A special to the 
Bee from Ogden says the Union Pa- 
cific fast mail, due there at 2 o'clock 
this morning, was help up by three 
masked and heavily-armed men a half 
mile east of Uintah. Two of the rob- 
bers clambered over the engine tender 
and with oaths, backed up by revolvers 
in each hand, compelled the engineer 
to stop the train. He did so and the 
robbers immediately attacked the ex- 
press car. An attempt was made to 
force the safe with dynamite, but the 
charge failed to explode. 

Meantime the’engineer started to run, 
He escaped a fusillade of bullets and 
started for this city. The robbers then 
went to the mail car. While they 
were searching the registered packages 
the conductor cut the engine loose from 
the train, opened the throttle and 
started for Ogden. Near this city he 
overtook the engineer and brought him 
into Ogden. Several large posses have 
started on the trail of the robbers, In- 
cluding many old scouts, who know 
every foot of the country. 

TWO TRAMPS LOCKED UP. 

SALT LAKE, Oct. 14.—A special from 
Ogden, Utah, says that Union Pacific 
passenger train No. 3, from the East 
was held up by a lone robber this 
morning, about six miles east of Ogden. 
The robber, it is supposed, got on the 
blind baggage at Morgan. After the 
train crossed Strawberry Bridge the 
robber crawled over on the tender to 
the engine cab, wearing a white hood 
over his head, pulled a gun on the fire- 
man and engineer and told them to 
throw up their hands. He then gave 
each a white hood and told them to put 
-them over their heads, which they did. 
He then asked the engineer where they 
were. @n being told he ordered him to 
stop the train. When the train came 
to a standstill, he compelled the engi- 
neer and fireman to go back with him 
to the rear end of the express car, 
.which he commanded the engineer to 
cut off from the train. Engineer Row- 
land refused. The robber then did it 
himself. 

The engineer dodged under the car and 
got away to Uintah, where he sent a4 
dispatch notifying the authorities at 
Ogden. The robber uncoupled the bag- 
gage and express and mail cars, got on 
the engine and ran down within a 
quarter of a mile of Uintah Station. 
Meantime the fireman got away. The 
robber, after stopping the engine, com- 
pelled the express messenger to open 
the door and made an unstccessful at- 
tempt to blow open the safe. He then 
entered the mail car, cut open four 
registered letter pouches, carried off a 
lot of registered mail and disappeared. 
The officers went out on a speci1i train 
about 6 o'clock. Part of the posse re- 
turned at 11 o’clock, others were still 
out at noon, up to which time not the 
faintest clew was discovered. Two 
tramps on the baggage car are locked 
up, but are not thought to be in any 
way connected with the robbery. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


OGDEN (Utah,) Oct. 14.—The train 
held up near Uintah arrived here this 
morning. No passengers were mdé- 


erations to the mail and *express cars. 
The robbers, two in number, 
the train at Paterson, 2 small station 
in the heart of Weber Cafion. They 
surprised the engineer by suddenly ap-~- 
pearing from behind a tank and cover- 
ing him with a gun. They ordered the 
fireman to cover his head with a cotton 
sack which they handed him. 
engineer was ordered to stop the train 
and told to indicate the express car, 
which he did. While the attention of 
the robbers was distracted the engineer 
ran away to Uintah, where Superin- 
tendent O’Neil was notified. 

Meanwhile, the baggage and express 
cars were uncoupled by the robbers and 
run ahead of the train a few hundred 
yards and both cars were broken open. 
The robbers failed to open the safe in 
the express car. The railway officials 
say the booty secured was a few mail 
bags, the value of the contents being 
unknown. A special train in charge of 
Superintendent O’Neil may catch the 
robbers, as the latter cannot get out 
of the cafion except by the eastern 
route, and all the station agents have 
been notified and are watching. 

LOSS OF CONSEQUENCE. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—The Union Pacifie 
fast mail train held up at Uintah, 
Utah, this morning, was carrying Chi- 
cago and other eastern mail from the 
Coast due at Chicago tomorrow morn- 
ing. Superintendent Troy of the rail- 
way mail service was wired this morn- 
ing by the postal messengers on the 
train that all registered mail was thor. 
oughly rifled. As a great proportion of 
such mail is correspondence between 
banks, enclosing exchanges and remit- 
tances, and always a good proportion 
of cash, the loss is supposed by Super- 
intendent Troy to be of consequence. 

“This is the first time in many years 
that mail cars have been held up,” said 
Troy. “The bandits in the past have 
contented themselves with rifling ex- 
press boxes and have left the mails 
alone, fe the relentless energy 
with which the government pursues 
mail-robbers. It was an exceptionally 
bold attack on the mail on the Union 
Pacific, one of the largest carriers of 
mail in the country. The government 
cannot afford to leave unfound the men 
who did the act.” 

NEW DISCOVERIES. 

OGDEN (Utah.,) Oct. 14.—Several 
posses are still out in search of the 
robbers who held up the Union Pacific 
train this morning, but so far as heard 
from they have found no clew which 
would lead to capture. A bottle of 
nitro-gylcerine and several sticks of 
dynamite were found today near where 
the train was held up. Three of the

Baron Grebnitsky of Russia Has a 
Complaint to Make.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Baron 
Nicholas A. Gregnitzky, Governor of 
the Russian fur-seal islands, is here on 
his way to Washington, D. C.. where 
he intends to present, through the Rus- 
sian Ambassador, the form of a pew 
treaty governing the sealing trade be- 
tween his country and the United 
States.

CHINESE STUDENTS IN CUSTODY. 


Their Papers Not Made Out Accord- 
ing to Law. 
MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The Rev. 
F. J. Masters, State superintendent of 
the Methodist Chinese work, has at the 
Chinese mission on Washington street, 
two Chinese students whom he holds 
in custody for Collector J. H. Wise. 
These students are Sia Tieng Ang and 
Sia Ting Bo, sons of the Rev. Sia Sek 
Ong, D. D., M. A., the presiding elder 
of the Foo Choo district, and the most 
eminent native divine in China. The 
young men tame to this port two weeks 
ago on the steamer Doric. Their papers 
were given to Collector Wise, but as 
there was some informality in them the 
students werg not permitted to land. 

Sia Ting Bo, the elder of the brothers, 
sent at once for Dr. Masters, On inves- 
tigation the minister found that the 
irregularity ‘consisted in their being 
mad out in Chinese instead of in Eng- 
lish, as the law requires, An effort is 
being made to have the authorities at 
Washington issue orders permitting the 
young men to land. It may be necessary 
to secure new papers from China... 

Sia Tieng Ang and Sia Ting Bo in- 
tend to become ministers. They heave 
just graduated at the Anglo-Chinese 
college in Foo Choo, and came to this 
country to complete their education. 
They will go, as soon as released, to 
Nebraska and take a post-graduate 
course in the Wesleyan University. 
Then they will go to the Boston Uni- 
versity to study theology. 


THE KLAMATH BOUNDARY. 


Col. Brady and R. P. Hammond, Jr., 
Will Settle It.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Col. 
Henry Brady and R. P. Hammond, 
Jr., left for Oregon last night as mem- 
bers of a government commission to 
settle the disputed boundary line of 
the Klamath Indian reservation.

They in- 
terested Senator Mitchell of Oregon 
in the matter, and the last Congress 
made an appropriation of $10,000 and 
appointed a commission to settle the 
boundary question.

Mrs. Pauline Olevieri Wound Around 
a Revolving Shaft.

STORY OF A WRECK, 


TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS 
VESSEL’S CREW. 


Picked Up by the British Steamer 
Evelyn in a Half-crasy Condi- 
tion — Loss of the Schooner 
Lather M. Reynolds. 


(@Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—The crew 
of the Norwegian bark Lovise, which 
foundered at sea September 25, was 
landed in this city today by the Brit- 
ish steamer Evelyn from Huelva, Spain. 
Capt. Emendsen of the Lovise, said: 

“We left Mobile, Ala, August 16, 
loaded with pitch pine for Rosario, Ar- 
gentine Republic. We had a light wind 
until Monday, September 7, when the 
hurricane struck us. .On the 9th the 
Lovise sighted a ship right ahead, 
plunging helplessly in the heavy. sea. 
Drawing closer, we saw people on the 
ship frantically waving to us and en- 
deavored to get near enough to launch 
a boat. Two men with Mate Tallakson, 
at the risk of their lives, after we ran 
to the lee of the wreck, went over the 
side of the boat and took off a load of 
the Marshall’s crew. Four trips were 
made, and the entire crew saved. The 


Marshall hailed from Digby, N. 8., and 
was loaded with pitch pine. She had 
sailed. from Savannah, Ga., and was 
bound for Santos, Brazil. 

“We set sail for the Bermudas to land 
them, and on September 17 did so, and 
proceeded on our way. The wind con- 
tinued light and cajm until Wednes- 
day, September 23, when in a stiff 
breeze, the Lovice sprang a leak. I or- 
dered both pumps manned, and the 
crew worked heroically, but the wat: 
gained rapidly. We abandoned the L 
vise at noon on September 26. Thé 
boats were provisioned, and we had’ 
water, but the heavy sea continually 
kept the boats half full.. The clothing | 
and all our belongings were thrown | 
overboard to lighten the boat. I put, 
them on @ short allowance and doled 
out water twice a day. Finally I re- 
} duced them to one small drink @ day. 
It was pitiful to hear the men begging 
for water, but I could not give it to 
them, for our sole salvation. rested on 
this little water. The men were cov- 
ered with salt-water boils, and finally 
two, Yansen and Thebaul, showed 
symptoms of insanity. We had all we 
could do to prevent them killing their 
mates, or throwing themselves out of 
the boats.” 

Capt. Horner of the Evelyn, at mid- 
night on Saturday, October 3, sighted 
two boats manned by the crew of: half- 
crazy sailors. These were the ship- 
wrecked crew of the Lovige. 

“Two boats were swamped in trying 
to reach them,” said Capt. Horner, “and 
I brought the steamer under the lee 
of the castaways, and although the 
Evelyn was rolling heavily, I managed 
to get the sailors on board. Two were 
almost crazy, and all presented a most 
pitiful sight. We got them warm cloth- 
ing and hot coffee, and made them 
comfortable, and soon had them all 
right.” 

THE LUTHER M. REYNOLDS. 

NEW YORK. Oct. 14.—W. W. Gheen 
and six men, crew of the schooner Lu- 
ther M Reynolds. of Frederica, Del., 
who were picked up at sea from their 
dismasted and water-logged vessel by 
the Morgan liner Elmar, were brought 
to this city today. 

The schooner left Brunswick. Ga.. 
September 30, with a cargo of railroad 
ties for Elizabethport, N. J. On Octo- 
ber 1, off Cape Romania, she met with 
a northerly gale. On Sunday three or 
four heavy seas washed aboard, start- 
ing the deckload, opening the seams so 
the vessel began to leak badly. The 
crew manned the pumps until the ves- 
sel filled and burst up: the hatches. 
The hurricane struck the Reynolds 
broadside and she keeled over until her 
topmasts touched the water. 

The crew scrambled over the bul- 
warks on the high side and hung there. 
The seas, running heavily, soon washed 
the masts and deckhouses away, then 
the vessel righted, but the decks were 
ripped up, the cabin washed out and 
all food, water, clothing and nautical 
‘struments gone. The crew hugged 
aft with no protection save a strip 
of canvas, while the seas bre xe contin- 
ually over the schooner. All Sunday 
night they watched for help. On Mon- 
day at 11- o'clock the Elmar hove in 
sight. well to the southward, and 
sighting the wreck, took off the Rey- 
nolds crew.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The closest 


inquiry fails to disclose any change in 


the policy of the State Department 
toward the Turkish question, and in 
particular respecting the movement of 
the little dispatch boat Bancroft. From 
the first the officials of both State and 
Navy departments have refused to 
state where the boat was going, further 
than to make public official ordérs to 
her commander. These orders directed 
him to report on arrival at Gibraltar 
to Admiral Selfridge, commanding the 
European station and take all further 
orders from him. 

It can be stated positively, however, 
that no orders have gone forward since 
the original instructions to Admiral 
Selfridge, nor are any on the way 
touching the future movements of the 
Bancroft. The vessel upon arrival at 
Gibraltar was ordered by Admiral 
Selfridge to proceed to Smyrna, and is 
due there in a day or two, The Cin- 
cinnati is also on the way to the same 
point. At Smyrna are now assembled 
the flagship San Francisco, the Minne- 
apolis and Marblehead. The purpose of 


the gathering is to meet the Cincinnati | 
and Bancroft, which bring out drafts 


of new men to take the places of sail- 
ors on the station, whose terms of en- 
listment are about to expire, for if they 
are kept longer, the government must 
pay them extra compensation. The 
men relieved are to be placed on the 
Marblehead, whose place on the station 
will be taken by the Cincinnati. The 
Marblehead will come home. The naval 
officers ridicule the idea that the Ban- 
croft will undertake to force the Ep 
of the Dardanelles, for this would be ab- 
solutely impossible single-handed, and 
even if she succeeded, she would be 
helpless when she arrived off Constan- 
tinople. 

The probability is she has been sent 
to Turkey to serve whatever useful 
purpose she can, either as a dispatch 
boat to communicate between the ves- 
sels of the United States squadron, or 
to accommodate Minister Terrell. Un- 
doubtedly the Minister would ilke to 
have near the United States Legation 
some vessel] to serve as a refuge for the 
legation people and Americans in Con- 
stantinople in case of rioting, but it 
will be left to his discretion to get the 
right-of-way for the boat if he wants 
her. The State Department has prof- 
fered no request for her admission to 
the Dardanelles, and in view of the 
semi-official announcement of the 
Porte that such permission would not 
be granted, it is not likely the depart- 
ment will stabject itself to the snub 
that might be expected if the demand 
were made. ; 


It is regarded as probable that in the. 


event of a real disturbance in. Con- 
stantinople, the only case in which the 
Bancroft could be of the slightest use, 
Terrell would be able to bring the ship 
through without serious objection, but 
in the present aspect of Turkish affairs, 
there is no reason to look for trouble. 
From the best official sources it is 
learned that the movements of the Ban- 
croft have not figured in any way in 
the Cabinet meetings held since the re- 
turn of the President to the city, and 
equally good and strong denials can be 
entered to all the sensational features 
of the published reports. Indeed, the 
matter has not engaged the attention 
of the administration officials of the 
State or the Navy departments since 
the sending of the original orders to 
thé commander of the European squad- 


ron.

places upon him the least restraint 
and imposes the smallest burdens upon 
his time, his services or his income.’ 

Contrast our condition with that of

find cause for sincere congratulation. 

“We can truthfully say, as Ameri- 
cans, that our national administration.

He Continues His Bombardment of 
England at Long Range. 
WATERS MEET Oct. 14.— 
The weather has been considerate to 
William J. Bryan for the last two days. , 
Where he had reason to anticipate cold, 
disagreeable traveling, he has encoun- 
tered sunshine and warmth. As usual, 
he began the work early this morning, 
making the first speech at Ironwood a. 
8:45 o'clock. The speciai car of Chair- 
man Campau of the Campaign Commit- 
tee was added to the truin at Vuiuth, 
‘the Michigan committee, which escorts 
the nominee through the State, being 
aboard. Besides Mr. Campau, the com- 
mittee was composed of ex-Congress- 
man .T. E. Tarsney, Justin W'niting, 
the Democratic candidate for Lieuten- 
an(-Governor, and George W. Moore, 
Mrs. Justin Whiting accompanied the 
committee, being an old friend of Mrs. 

Bryan. 

At Ironwood a large crowd was in 
waiting to see and hear Bryan. 
It was composed for the greater 
part of miners who gave him 
an enthusiastic welcome. He spoke 
from gaily-decorated -~latform, 
erected a few hundred yards from the 
train, making an explanation of the 
statement that under. the gold standard 
the dollar would rise in value and prop- 
erty fall in proportion to that rise. Fif- 
teen minutes later Bryan addressed a 
large crowd at Bessemer. He ridiculed 
the idea of a flood of money, advanced 
by the supporters of gold. Continuing, 
he said: 

“If we are simply going to petition 
foreign nations to assist us, every Re- 
publican meeting should be provided 
with petition blanks so that the people 
who attend can sign the petition asking 
foreign nations to please be good to 
the United States and give us what 
they think we ought to have. If we 
elect men to do what we want them to 
do in this country and they do not do 
it, we can turn them out and elect 
somebody who will, but, my friends, 
if we transfer ‘the legislative powers to 
other nations, we are helpless to pro- 
tect ourselves and must submit to 
whatever they give us.” 

At Waters Meet, which was reached 
soon after 11 o'clock, Bryan spoke in a 
conversational tone from the rear plat- 
form to a few hundred enthusiastic 
listeners. Someone shouted: “The na- 
tional bank system is what the people 
of this place are interested in.” Bryan 
replied: 
“The difference between our plan and 
the national bank plan is this: We have 
greenbacks. out now, and those green- 
backs draw no interest and the gov- 
ernment pays none. When you retire 
those greenbacks with an issue of 
bonds and then let the banks isspe 
money on bonds, the banks will then 
draw from the people of the country 
the interest which the people now have. 
It is good for the banks, but hard on 
the people.” 

“Our Maker first, William J. Bryan 
next, and free silver,’’ was the saluta- 
tion of an enthusiastic individual at 
Iron River and it was applauded heart- 
ily. The train stopped five minutes 
there. Bryan talked the full limit of 
time. While he was applauded fre- 
quently, some of those gathered around 
the train wearing gold badges at- 
tempted to hoot the candidate, but 
were quickly silenced. 

AT FLORENCE, WIS.

THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


Annual Report of Gen. Greely—The 
Commercial Business. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—In his an- 


nual report to the Secretary of War, 
Gen. Greely, the chief signal officer, 
says the military telegraph lines run- 
ning through mountainous and desert 
regions have been maintained in excel- 
lent order. The commercial business 
over the lines has largely increased, 
and the receipts now amount to one- 
twelfth the cost of operation of the en- 
tire signal corps. A very superior sys- 
tem of using the lines, at once for both 
telegraph and telephone, has been per- 
fected by Capt. Allen of the Signal 
Corps, and with instruments weighing 
only sixteen pounds, including battery, 
one soldier may be telegraphing in 
Morse while another is telephoning an- 
other message over the same line. 

This system has been severely tested 
up toa distance of 625 miles with per- 
fect results. With these instruments, 
the operators were aleo able to es- 
tablish communication over @ grounded 
cable in San Francisco Bay, over which 
no ordinary Morse system would work, 
a most valuable feature for military 
purposes.

A GEORGIAN AND HIS SON RESIST 
ARREST FOR MURDER. 


Cold-bleeded Assassination of Two 
Policemen at Columbus Fol- 
lowed by a Sensational Conflict 
with the Entire Force and 
Citizens.

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Oct. 14.—A 
special] to the American from Colum- 
bus, Ga., says three men are dead and 
two seriously wounded as the result of 
@ sensational tragedy which shook 
Columbus to its foundation today. One 
of the dead is J. A. White, who was 
the cause of the whole trouble. White 
and his nineteen-year-old son murdered 
in cold blood two policemen and 
wounded two other men who were in 
the party attempting to arrest them.

White was formerly a policeman, but 
for several years has been in the shoe 
business. He has been considered ec- 
centric, but not crazy. Today he be- 
came involved in a quarrel in a bar- 
room and Adams and Mayfield served 
him with a summons to answer a 
charge of disorderly conduct. This 
maddened White, who made threats 
against the officers. He went home, got 
his Winchester and bought a supply of 
cartridges. With his son he went to 
a barroom and guing from there en- 
countered the officers. ; 

“I told you to get ready, and if you 
ain't ready, you ought to be,” White 
cavled out as he opened fire on the men. 
Adams fell at the first shot. Then 
Jackson fell, begging the Whites’ to 
stop firing. The father stood over him 
firing into his prostrate body. 

The news of the affair created great 
excitement. Policeman Roberts went 
to White’s house, knocked, was asked 
in and as he stepped inside was fatally 
wounded by a ball from White's gun.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14—In an 
opinion handed down by the Supreme 
the doctrine was estap- 


divorce holds good aganst the real 
property of the defendant. Anna F. 
Gaston obtained a divorce from Andrew

The justices and officers of the Su- 
preme Court will leave for Los Angeles 
Saturday, to attend the regular Octo- 
ber session of the court, which com- 
mences on Monday. The session will 
last two weeks.

Loupe and Fanny C. Were Cinches 
im the Pacing and Trotting 
Races—Summary of the 
Day’s Events. 


Interest in the races and the live- 
stock exhibit at Agricultural Park is 
on the increase. Yesterday saw the 
grounds thronged with visitors, drawn 
to the park by reports of the goings-on 
there, which began last Monday and 
will continue throughout the week. 

The work of awarding blue and red 
ribbons to exhibitors of livestock hbe- 
gan yesterday and will be finished to- 
day, when the usual parade of prize 
winners will take place. For the best 
pair of matched road horses, first prize 
was awarded D. F. Donegan, whose 
black team has in the past carried off 
so many prizes, both here and else- 
where. The second prize for this sort 
of stock was taken by Nick Covarru- 
bias’s span of grays. 

If there is any one of the exhibitors 
at the fair that ought to feel better 
than another it is Mrs. John W. Wolf- 
skill, who carried off three first premi- 
ums in the thoroughbred class and one 
second premium. Mrs. Wolfskill comes 
rightly by her fondness for thorough- 
bred horses, for her father, Mr. James 
Moore, of Yolo county, was the first 
man to bring a thoroughbred sire (Bul- 
wer) to this state; as his famous gray 
mare, Lola Montez, the ancestress of all 
Mrs. Wolfskill’s famous horses, won 
the first three-mile race ever run on 
this coast, in November 1853. From 
Lola Montez are descended such cracks 
as Tom Atchison, Gladiola, Mark Twain 
Susy B. Moore, General Whitesides, 
Frankie Devine, Edelweiss, Gladwyn 
and a host of others. The premiums 
awarded Mrs. Wolfskill yesterday 
were as follows: Best thoroughbred 
stallion, gr. h. Plenty, by Suarrow— 
Lurline by Traducer. 

Best thoroughbred mare, 4 years and 
over, gr. m. Boronia, by Plenty—Edel- 
weiss by Joe Hooker. 

Best two-year-old b. c. Athos, by 
Plenty—Edelweiss. Second premium to 
ch. g. Golightly, by Plenty—Heliotrope 
by Joe Hooker. 

The judges making this award were 
Thomas C. Owens of Fresno, D. J. 
McCarthy of San Francisco and Edwin 
R. Smith of this city. Old Plenty 
looked very handsome as he was pa- 
raded before the judges and was pro- 
nounced one of the most  perfectly- 
formed horses they had ever seen. All 
the premium stock will be paraded to- 
day. When it is considered that Los 
Angeles county has boasted such noted 
winners as Grimstead, Gano, Volante, 
Verano, Santiago, Rey del Santa Anita 
(now in England) and Lucky B., in the 
days that have flown, this award may 
be regarded as a high compliment to a 
lady who never hesitated to pay a good 
-price for a good horse. 

THE RACING EVENTS. 

The race programme for yesterday 
looked attractive enough, with three 
good running events to lead off with, 
and a pacing and trotting race for 
the wind-up. One of the running races 
was a postponed event from the day 
before. Each race had filled well in 
the entries, and in one event a field of 
fourteen horses started. The talent 
succeeded in picking the winner in only 
one of the running races, but fared 
better in the harness events. In each 
of the latter, one horse was conceded 
to have a cinch on the race, and the 
betting was accordingly not so brisk 
as would have pleased the bookies. 

At 1:15 o’clock Capt. Newton sounded 
the gong as a signal to the horses in 
the race for two year olds to get ready 
for business. 

There were six horses starting in 
this race which was a three and one 
half furlongs affair for a $300 purse. 
In the pools Santa Paula sold the fa- 
vorite for $10, Grandezia second choice, 
for $8, and the field, made up of Minta 
Owen, Castelar, Valdos and Sharon 
Lass, brought $3. The bookies, however, 
seemed to prefer Grandezia to Santa 
Paula, the former selling at 4 to 5 
with them and the latter for even 
money. 

The runners were gotten off, to a 
fair start, without much delay, Santa 
Paula leading Grandezia by a neck, 
with Sharon Lass third, and the field 
bunched around the far turn. The 
horses cantered easily along, Grandezia 
having moved into first place, a short 
neck ahead of Santa -Paula, with the 
field remaining the same, saving Cas- 
telar, who had quit running, and trailed 
disconsolately in the rear. In the 
stretch, the ride was a torrid one, but 
Grandezia would not be denied at the 
finish, winning the race by a half 
length from Santa Paula, with Minta 
Owen, third; time, 1:09%. 

THE PARK STAKES. 

The second race on the card devel- 
oped a big surprise for the boys who 
backed the horses in the event. The 
race was the Agricultural Park stakes, 
a sweepstake for 3-year-olds and up- 
wardyg, the distance a mile and a quar- 
ter. Betting on the race was very 
lively, Hacienda selling for $25 in the 
pools, Phaeda $15, Model $10 and the 
field $15. The bookmakers gave 3 to 1 
for Model, even money on Hacienda and 
Phaeda and 8 to 1 on Nacho B. Gold 
Dust, Leon and Vishun were the lus- 
cious long shots. 

When the flag was dropped, Leon had 
the best of the start, with Gold Dust 
‘second and Nacho B. third. The horses 
shot under the wire in 25 seconds, mak- 
ing the second quarter in 50 seconds. 
At the quarter post Nacho B. had 
moved to the front, the favorites being 
all in the rear. He had but little dif- 
ficulty in keeping in the place to the 
finish, though the race in the stretch 
was a hard whipping affair. There 
were bleeding hearts and wet eyes 
when it was found that none of the 
favorites, except Hacienda had so much 
as a place in the race, Vishun having 
secured second and Hacienda third. 
Phaeda, a horse from which much was 
expected, having been second choice 
in the betting, ambled in, a counle of 
furlongs behind the field, having for 
some unknown reason quit in the run- 
ning. before the battle had really be- 
gun. The mile was made by Nacho B. 
in 2.08%. 

SELLING RACE—FIVE FURLONGS. 

A field of fourteen starters lined up in 
the third race, which was a selling 
race for all ages, at five furlongs, for a 

urse of $400. 

. Hueneme, a beautiful black stallion 
owned by C. L. McDonald, was fa- 
vorite, selling for $15, Tampa $9, and 
the field $13. Odds of 3 to 2 were given 
by the bookies on Tampa, even money 
being offered on Hueneme. 

It wes a difficult task to get so large 
a field off to anything like a fair start, 
but after a number of false starts. the 
flag fell and the big field swept around 
the course, Tampa in the lead, Bourbon 
second, and Hueneme third. The field 
positions, now one

fifth place, Tampa being in the lead and 
Selkirk second. Tampa won the race, 
but only by a nose from Selkirk who 
secured second place, with Bourbon 
third; time 1:01%. 
PACING—2:12 CLASS. 


What was expected to be the star 
race of the day, the 2:12 pace, proved 
to be a rather tame affair, both from 
@ betting and racing standpoint. 

Loupe was a strong favorite, selling 
in the pools for $20, while the field, 
made up of Del Norte and Hazel H, 
brought but $5. For the first heat, 
though, Del Norte sold the favorite, 
at 1 to 3, while odds of 2 to 1 were 
given by the bookmakers on Loupe. 
Hazel H was a 10 to 1 shot, and no- 
body wanted her at that figure. 

It was after 3 o’clock when the pac- 
ers came on the track and passed be- 
fore the judges and grandstand on 
their way to the gate, preparatory to 
starting. Durfee was driving Del Norte, 
while Van Bokkelen was upon Hazel 
H and McManus on Loupe. Durfee was 
gorgeous in a blue silk jacket and white 
trousers, while Loupe’s driver garbed 
himself in plain black. 

The horses were given the word the 
first time down and stepped off at an 
easy pace, Del Norte in the lead at 
the quarter by a length, with Loupe 
second and Hazel H a length behind. 
The half was passed in 1:07%. Around 
the turn and down the stretch came the 
pacers, at the same gait and in the 
same positions as at the beginning. Del 
Norte led in the pacing and came un- 
der the wire a winner by a length 
from Loupe, with Hazel H a poor third; 
time, 2:15%. 

The betting on the second heat was 
1 to 2 on Loupe and 2 to Lon Del Norte, 
with no change in the pool figures. 
Del Norte, as before, led the procession, 
having the pole, with Loupe close be- 
hind and Hazel H in the rear. When 
just past the quarter-post Hazel H 
made a bid for second place, passing 
Loupe, but before the turn was made 
the mare dropped back to her original 
position. It was a hot drive down the 
stretch, Del Norte and Loupe pacing 
neck and neck, until at the draw-gate, 
when Loupe drew away from his rival, 
and succeeded in putting daylight be- 
twen his sulky and Del Norte’s head 
at the finish. Hazel H secured second 
place, beaiting Del Norte by a head; 
time 2:10%. 

Men who wanted to bet on Loupe in 
the third heat of this race had to put 
up $8 to win $1, while odds of 5 to 1 
could be had on Del Norte, and 10 tol 
on Hazel H. The heat was a repeti- 
tion of the preceding one, Del Norte 
leading to the half, which was passed 
in 1:05%. After this, the heat was all 
Loupe, he annexing the same with com- 
parative ease in 2:10%, Del Norte sec- 
ond and Hazel H third. ao 

No odds of any sort could be had on 
Loupe in this, the fourth heat of the 
race, while 15 to 1 was offered on Del 
Norte with but few takers at that 
figure. 

The horses had no difficulty in get- 
ting the word, in this heat. and Del 
Norte at once moved to the front, put- 
ting two lengths. between his sulky 
and Loupe. He maintained this lead 
past the half and around the far turn, 
but once in the stretch Loupe let out a 
kink or two in his running gear and 
Durfee’s hopes of winning the heat and 
went glimmering. Loupe won 
n 2: 

TROTTING—2:30 CLASS. 

There were but three horses to start 
in the 2:30 trot, these being Winship’s 
Fanny C., a McKinney colt, Alki, 
owned by N. G. Smith, and Roy W., a 
bay stallion, owned by H. W. Whitman. 
Fanny C. sold for $10 to $6 for the field. 
She won the race in straight heats and 
slow time, the fastest mile being 
stepped in 2:31 and the slowest in 2:42. 
Alki took second money, Roy W. being 
a poor third in the first- and second 
heats, but redeeming himself in a meas- 
ure in the last. in which he fihished a 
good second. This race closed the day’s 
events. The announcement being made 
at the finish that today’s races would 
begin at 12 o’clock, which, being inter- 
preted, means 1 o’clock or thereabouts.

No DEFINITE JUDGMENT. 


The Venezsucian Commission not in 
Possession of All Facts. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Secretary 
Malet Prevost of the Venezuela Bound- 
ary Commission today authorized the 
following: 

“The statement that the commission 
has come to a decision sustaining the 
claims of Venezuela in the boundary 
dispute between that country and 
Great Britain is entirely without foun- 
dation. The commission is not yet in 
possession of all the facts necessary 
to form a definite judgment and will 
not be until the return of Prof. Baar 
from Europe, about the end of this 
month. He is to bring with him new 
and historical evidence, which must be 
carefully examined before any decision 
can be arrived at.” - 

THE GUIANA GOVERNOR. 

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Sir Augustus 
Heming, Governor of British Guiana, 
arrived at Plymouth today on board 
the steamer Don from Colon. In an 
interview Gov. Heming said he had 
come to England for a holiday, and 
that he would return in three weeks. 
He would have time, he said, only for 
a formal call on Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
The Yenezuelan dispute was entirely 
in the hands of the home government, 
and it was impossible to predict the 
outcome, but it was unlikely anything 
serious would occur. 

The feeling in the colony, he said, 
was distinctly British, There was 
naturally some dissatisfaction, but the 
majority decidedly opposed Venezue- 
lan encroachments. A very strong 
feeling had been aroused, he said, by 
the intervention of the United States. 

Venezuela was not itself a terrible 
foe, but he was convinced that the 
government would now soon finally 
settle the difficulty. The future of 
British Guiana, the Governor said, was 
bright. Gold was abundant in various 
parts besides the disputed district, and 
there was a good opening for pros- 


pectors. The country only wanted ex- 
ploring. 


POSTOFFICE BUSINESS. 


Receipts and Expenditures for the 
Past Fiscal Year. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The annual 
report of the Third Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General for the last fiscal year shows 
the total expenditure for the year was 
$90,626,296, and receipts $82,494,208. leav’ 
ing a deficit of $8,125,088, or a reduction 
of $1,679,956 less than the preceding 
year. The expenditures do not include 
the cost of carrying the mails over the 
subsidized Pacific roads, which 
amouned to $1,155,858. The special-de- 
livery service made an increase of 13 
per cent. in business during the year, 
4,184,327 letters being delivered. The 
average time required for delivery was 
seventeen minutes. 

The net profit of the system was 
about $100,000. The number of postage 
stamps, stamped envelopes and postal 
cards issued was 4,195,665,523, an in- 
crease of 7 per cent. over the issues of 
the previous year. The value of these 
issues was $79,178,101, which is about 
$740,000 more than the sales. 

The increase of second-class matter 
mailed by publishers and news agents 
was nearly 12 per cent. The total 
weight of matter thus mailed, paid and 
free, was about 349,000,000 pounds. 

The business of registration was also 
increased, the rate being about 4 per 
cent. The total number of pieces of 
mail matter registered was 15,108,336. 
The percentage of losses was reduced, 
the ratio being about one in every 24,000 
pieces, mailed by the public. Recom- 
mendation is again made for a limited 
indemnity to the owners of registered 
matter lost in the mails.

Has « Grievance Against Surgcon~ 
General Wyman. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14—Dr. Hamilton ot 
the United States Marine Hospital, sta+ 
tioned at Chicago, has wired his per- 
em tory resignation to President Cleve. 
land. Hamilton has not received a re- 
ply from the President. Some time ago 
he was ordered to the Marine Hospital 
at San Francisco. He made an official 
protest, which was overruled. He was 
notified that he must proceed to San 
Francisco forthwith. He then decided 
to rétire from the service. The tele- 
gram of resignation was short and 
sharp. 

“The whole thing was worked by 
Surgeon-General Walter Wyman,” said 
Dr. Hamilton. “I helped place him im 
‘his present position and now he is so 
jealous that he has swung everynody 
ne could influence to have me trans- 
ferred. When I was sick last year, lp 
e@ent a spy on here and I was put under 
surveillance to see if I was reaily ill. I 
have been literally driven out of sery- 
ice, and my retirement is doubtless just 
what Wyman desires. 

“When I resigned as surgeon-general 
to become hospital surgeon, Wyman be- 
came my successor, partly through my 
efforts, and his present endeavor to 
oust me from the Marine Hospital here.

HEAD-END COLLISION. 


Fatal Disaster on the Florida Cen- 
tral and Peninsalar. 
ASSOCIATED PR=as Wit» 


COLUMBIA (8S. C.,) Oct. 14.—Through 
misunderstanding of orders, the 
north and south-bound trains on the 
Florida Central and Pennsylvania Rail- 
road had a head-end collision early this 
morning just south of Swansea, about 
thirty miles from this city. The trains 
came together on an embankment. The 
engineers and firemen jumped and es- 
caped injury. The engines of both trains 
were demolished and the tender of 
the south-bound engine telescoped into 
the cambination mail, baggage and 
express car. Baggage and Express 
Messenger W. D. Lines and Mail Agent 
L. A. Thomas were pinioned in the 
wreck, which caught fire from the coal- 
oll lamps. 

The crew of both trains tried to cut 
them out, but the flames spread so rap- 
idly that, though the rescuers were 
stimulated by the piteous appeals of 
the two men, they could do nothing 
to aid the unfortunates, who were 
roasted to death. Flagman Ulmer was

THE WORKMAN’S DINNER-PAIL. 


Under the McKinley bill the work- 
man had a good breakfast and supper 
at home and a well-filled dinner-pall 
at the noon hour, because work was 
plenty and wages were good. His pail 
may not have contained any articles 
of luxury, but there was good and 
wholesome food therein and plenty 
of it. 

Under the Wilson-Gorman bill the 
American market became flooded with 
European goods of every description. 
This enabled importers of these goods 
to undersell American manufacturers; 
and the consequence was a decreased 
demand for American labor in the first 
place, followed by reductions of wages 
everywhere. The shipbuilding indus- 
try did not meet with as much disas- 
ter as some others, owing to an in- 
creased demand for large vessels on 
the great lakes, coupled with the build- 
ing of war vessels for the navy and 
the construction of two large steamers 
(the St. Paul and St. Louis) for trans- 
atlantic trade. But eVen in that indus- 
try a falling-off of nearly 17 per cent. 
was noticeable in four years, as is 
shown by the following table of wages 
paid by one of the leading shipyards 
on the Delaware for a day's work of

THE TWELVE CENTRAL-WESTERN 
STATES. 


On last Tuesday The Times pub- 
lished the details of a plan adopted by 
the Chicago Record to obtain, in ad- 
vance of the election on November 3, 
the predominant sentiment of voters in 
the twelve Central-Western States, and 
in the city of Chicago, for Presidential 
candidates, The article explained how 
the Record intended carrying out its 
plan. Since then it is learned that the 
counting of the ballots as they reach 
the Record office will be under the im- 
mediate supervision of four well-known 
residents of Chicago, who. will act as 
commissioners, representing the four 
leading political tickets in the field, 
viz.: Republican, Silver Democracy, 
Gold Democracy and Prohibitionist. 
The names of the commissioners are: 
Frederick H. Wines, for the Repub- 
licans; 8. P. McConnell, for the Silver 
Democrats; Adolf Kraus, for the Gold 
Democrats; Joseph L. Whitlock, for the 
Prohibitionists, 

Before entering upon their duties 
the commissioners agreed upon a cer- 
tificate of the accuracy of count and of 
the distinction of the ballots after 
they had been counted. Below is their 
first certificate, as made public: 


“We, the undersigned, commissioners 
of the Chicago Record’s postal-card 
election, do hereby certify that the fol- 
lowing is a true account of the ballots 
counted by us up to the hour of 5 p.m., 
Thursday, October 8, 1896, and that all 
of these ballots have been burned, in 
our presence, and that they have been 
checked against the voters’ names as 
on the poll-list, but that no record 
has been made or exists of how any 
individual voter has voted.” . 


The count of the ballots for the 
twelve Central-Western States will not 
probably be commenced until the ballots 
of the city of Chicago have been 
counted. The Times is in receipt of 
the counts of the first three days— 
October 7, 8 and 9. They are as fol- 
lows, the vote being stated by wards;

Without discounting in advance the

WAS GOOD FOR SHEFFIELD. 


Something over two years ago, that 
is to say early in July, 1894, and just 
before the present Wilson tariff went 


into effect, the Manchester, Eng., Bven- 
ing News printed, under the heading 
“The Sheffield Trades and the Ameri- 
can Tariff Bill,” the following article: 

“The announcement that the Ameri- 
can Senate had the third read- 
ing of the Tariff Bill (Wilson bill) was 
received in Sheffield with much con- 
gratulation, It is expected as the re- 
sult of negotiations that the amend- 
ment introduced by the Senate will be 
agreed to; that the President will sign 
the bill, and that it will come into 
oO tion on August 1. The bill will 
effect most important changes to the 
great benefit of the Sheffield trades. 
America has been a chief market for 
Sheffield-made razors, and the bill re- 
duced the duty on them by 35 per cent. 
Cutlery hag the guty reduced in no 
case less than per cent., and for 
common pen and pocket knives it runs 
up to 65 per cent. The duty on steel 
is dropped several cents per pound, 
and the reduction on files and edge 
tools is very-appreciable. There are 
enormous stocks of goods waiting to be 
sent over as soon as the safety of the 
bill is beyond doubt.” 

The expectations of the Sheffield 
manufacturers were fully realized. As 
soon as the Wilson tariff became a law 
the Sheffield factories were run at full 
force on full time and have been 80 
running ever since. The United States 
has been flooded with English cutlery 
and edge tools of all kinds, all of which 
could have been made in this country, 
keeping the money for them at home, 
utilizing our own coal and machinery 
necessary for their production and giv- 
ing employment to thousands and thou- 
sands of skilled workmen. Now as 
free trade is the inalienable partner of 
free silver a vote for the latter means 
a vote for the former, as Mr. Bryan 
has repeatedly declared himself a free- 
trader and that the Wilson bill, which 
has already proven so disastrous to the 
industrial interests of the United 
States, did not go far enough in the 
free-trade direction. 


SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


A correspondent writes to The Times 
as follows: 

“Please explain what is meant by 
“majority” and “plurality,” and give 
an example of each. Also, the number 
of the voting population of California 
and of the Sixth Congress District.” 


A candidate receiving more than one- 
half of the total number of votes cast 
for a given office has a majority. A 
candidate receiving more votes than 
any one of his opponents, though not 
receiving half of the total vote, has 
a plurality. For illustration: The total 
vote cast for Presidential electors in 
California, in 1892, was 269,585.' Of 
these, the Cleveland (Dem.) electors 
received 118,151; the Harrison (Rep.) 
electors 118,027; the Weaver (Pop.) 
electors 25,311, and the Bidwell (Pro.) 
electors 8096. Cleveland received a 
plurality of 124 but not a majority. If 
Cleveland had regeived 134,793 votes, 
to 134,792 for all the other candidates, 
Cleveland would have received a popu- 
lar majority of one vote. 

The total voting population of the 
State at the present time cannot be 
definitely stated. As shown above, the 
total vote cast for President in 1892 
was 269,585. This year it will probably 
aggregate not far from 300,000. 

The total vote cast in the Sixth Con- 
gress District,in 1894 was 42,329. This 
year’s vote will doubtless be consider- 
ably in excess of these figures. 


Another correspondent desires to 
know “what mention, if any, the Chi- 
cago convention made in its platform 
of the Supreme Court. Also, is McKin- 
ley an A.P.A.?” ’ 

(1.) The plank of the Chicago plat- 


form referring to the Supreme Court 


reads as follows: 


“Until the money question is set- 
tled we are opposed to any agitation 
for further changes in our tariff laws 
except such as are necessary to meet 
the deficit in revenue caused by the 
adverse decisions of the Supreme Court 
on the income tax. But for this de- 
cision by the Supreme Court there 
would be no deficit in the revenue un- 
der the law passed by a Democratic 
Congress, in strict pursuance of the 
uniform decision of that court for 
nearly one hundred years, that court 
having under that decision sustained 
constitutional objections to its enact- 
ment which had been overruled by the 
ablest judges who have ever sat on 
that bench. We declare that it is the 
duty of Congress to use all the consti- 
tutional power which remains after 
that decision or which may come from 
its reversal by the court, as it may 
hereafter be constituted, so that the 
burdens of taxation may equally and 


impartially be laid, to the end that 
wealth may bear a due proportion of 


the expenses of government.” 


The following plank, denouncing 


President Cleveland’s action in sup- 


pressing the Debs rebellion, also has a 
distinct bearing on this phase of the 


pending issue: 
“We denounce arbitrary interference 


by the Federal authorities in Jocal af- 


fairs as a violation of the Constitution 
of the United States, and a crime 
against free institutions, and we spe- 


cially object to government interference 


by injunction as a new and highly dan- 
perous form of oppression by which 
Federal judges, in contempt of the 
laws of the States and rights of citi- 
zens, become at once legislators, judges 
and executioners, and we approve the 
bill passed at the last session of the 
United States Senate and now pending 
in the House of Representatives, rela- 
tive to contempts in Federal courts, 
and providing for trials by jury in cer- 
tain cases of contempt.” 

(2.) Maj. McKinley is not a mem- 
ber of the A.P.A. organization. 


A Santa Ana correspondent asks for 
information as to the penalties 
scribed by the laws of California for 
betting on elections. He says that a 
certain shoe dealer in that place has 
sold shoes on a written agreement that 
if Bryan was elected the purchasers 
should pay double the price of the 
shoes, and if McKinley was elected 
they should pay nothing. The corre- 


spondent desires to know if the parties 


to such an agreement, or to any wager 
on the results of the election, do not 
forfeit their votes under the laws of 
California: 

Section 60 of the Penal Code reads 
as follows: 

“Every person who makes, offers, 
or any bet or wager upon the 
result of any election, or upon the suc- 
cess or failure of any person or candi- 
date, or upon the number of votes to 
be cast, either in the aggregate or for 
any particular candidate, or upon the 
vote to be cast by any person, is guilty 
ofa misdemeanor.” 

Section 61 of the Penal Code pro- 
vides that: “Every person who will- 
fully violates any of the provisions of 
the laws of this State relating to elec- 
tions is, unless a different punishment 
for such violaton is prescribed by this 
code, punishable by fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in the State prison not exceeding 
five years, or by both.” 

The “Purity of Elections Law,” 
passed in 1893, provides (sec. 33,) that 
it shall not be lawful “for any person, 
directly or indirectly, to make a bet or 
wager with a voter, depending upon 
the result of any election, with the in- 
tent thereby to procure the challenge 
of such voter, or to prevent him from 
voting at such election. Every person 
who commits any of the offenses men- 
tioned in this section is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.” 


These sections of the law furnish the 


information desired. The parties to a 
bet or wager are not specifically dis- 
franchised by reason of such bet or 
wager, under the laws of California, 
but are deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and are punishable by fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the State prison not 
exceeding five years, or both. 


WHY WE WANT McKINLEY. 


We are often asked why should Cali- 
fornia cast her electoral vote for Mc 
Kinley? The answer is, California 
needs protection to her infant indus- 
tries. The servile labor of the Euro- 
pean countries, in the past two years, 
has flooded all our cities with imported 
goods and taken just their value out 
of the pockets of the American laborer. 
In 1860 Col. David S. Turner completed 
at San Francisco the first woolen mill 
ever erected on the Pacific Coast. In 
1868 it passed into the hands of Don- 
ald McLennan, who doubled its capac- 
ity. About a month ago, having been 
closed for a long time, its machinery 
was taken out and shipped to Japan. 
It could not compete with European 
labor under the Wilson-Gorman bill. 

In 1869 William H. Rector, who had 
amassed a small fortune in Oregon, 
came down to Oakland and started a 
cotton mill, in which he made clicth 
lining for houses, coarse sheetings, 
flour sacks, napkins and towels. After 
his death the concern fell into other 
hands, which enlarged the works. 
Since the Gorman-Wilson tariff went 


| into effect, the factory could not com- 


pete with eastern and European manu- 
factures and shut down some time ago. 
The machinery was shipped to Yoko- 
hama some time in July. 

The lower counties of the San Joa- 
quin Valley did a thriving business in 
pasturing and stall-feeding merino 
sheep and beef cattle up to two years 
ago, when the Wilson tariff went into 
effect. The McKinley tariff taxed all 
foreign-bred cattle over 2 years old at 
$10 per head outright. The Wilson 
tariff reduced it to 20 cents per each 
dollar of value, so that a Mexican steer 
costing $9 in Mexican money only paid 
90 cents in duties at the custom-house 
on the frontier. A cattle buyer would 
purchase Mexicdh dollars for 50 cents 
each and would swear his cattle in at 
their cost in American money. This 
has made the cattle dealers of Arizona 
and New Mexico rich and impover- 
ished the breeders of every other State 
in the Union. The breeders in Idaho, 
Montana and Dakota have felt this par- 
ticularly, because they have to feed 
their cattle through the cold winters, 
but it ia felt here as well. 


The placing of wool on the free list 
by the Wilson tariff was the hardest 
blow the San Joaquin Valley farmers 
ever got. The sheep men used to shear 
their flocks in May and then drive 
them up into the Sierras for summer 
pasture, where the weather is cool and 
water abundant. When October came 
along the storms drove the sheep down 
into the valley again, and then came 
the harvest of the farmers, who sold 
their alfalfa hay and Egyptian corn to 
the sheep-owners and got good prices 
for them. The wethers were sold for 
mutton and the ewes were retained 
for breeding purposes. Thea alfalfa hay 
sold from $4.50 to $7 per ton, while it 
is now hard to find sale for it at $3; 
and the price of Egyptian corn is from 
30 to 35 per cent. lower, in most locali- 
ties between Bakersfield and Merced. 
Just how free silver is going to help 
farmers out of such a dilemma, we are 
unable to discern. It seems to us that 
protection to American-bred sheep and 
cattle, through a re-enactment of the 
McKinley tariff, is all that can save 
those good people from bankruptcy. | 

Last, but far from least, is the fruit 
industry, which has suffered through 
the Wilson law. That iniquitous meas- 
ufe ran the California dried fruit out 
of the Atlantic cities just as it was 
beginning to gain a foothold there. 
Go to Ventura or Santa Clara counties 
and you will see farmers’ sons and 
daughters packing dried prunes in 
boxes with their hands, in the neatest 
and cleanliest manner. Go to the or- 
chards of Southern Europe and you will 
find men’ packing them in kegs and 
barrels, and tramping them down with 
their feet. Yet the Wilson law reduced 
the duty on prunes, peaches, raisins 
and all sveh fruits to such an extent 
that competition on the part of Cali- 
fornia growers is impossible at any 
points east of Cincinnati. 


California ought to cast a solid vote 


for McKinley, whose tariff legislation 
placed our industries upon a paying 
basis for the first time in the history 
of our State. The Upper Sacramento 
Valley has not felt the evils of the Wil- 
son tariff as much as other parts of 
the State, because wheat is still the 
chief staple produced north of Chico. 
But from that point south to the very 
Mexican border, there is hardly any 
local industry that has not felt its 
withering blight. With Mr. Bryan’s 
vote on wool and the  beet-sugar 
bounty so plainly on record, no man 
who desires to see the State move 
ahead can afford to vote for him. Let 
every man work, from now till the last 
vote is counted, for McKinley and pro- 
tection. 


TRUE TO ITS HISTORY. 


It is amusing to note how the Demo- 
cratic orators are charging the Repub- 
lican party with a change of front on 
the financial question. This can easily 
be refuted by quoting the platforms 
of the Republican party. In 1868, the 
war being then just over, Ulysses 8. 
Grant was elected on a platform, the 
financial plank of which declared: 

“We denounce all forms of repudia- 
tion as a national crime; and the na- 
tional honor requires the payment of 
the public indebtedness in the utter- 
most good faith to all creditors at 
home and abroad, not only according 
to the letter, but the spirit of the laws 
under which it was constructed. 

“The best policy to diminish our bur- 
den of debt is to so improve our credit 
that capitalists will seek to loan us 
money at lower rates of interest than 
we now pay, and must continue to pay, 
so long as repudiation, partial or total, 
open or covert, is threatened or sus- 
pected.” 


In 1872, when the greatest of all 
American soldiers was a candidate for 
re-election, the Republican party af- 
firmed the same principle in an even 
briefer space: 

“We denounce the repudiation of the 
publie debt in any form or disguise asa 
national crime. We witness with pride 
the reduction of the principal of the na- 
tional debt and of the rates of interest 
upon the balance, and confidently ex- 
pect that our excellent national cur- 
rency will be perfected by a speedy 
resumption of specie payment.” 

By 1876 the greenback craze was at 
its full height. Men were clamoring 
for a greater volume of money without 
reference to its purchasing power. In 
that year Gen. Rutherford B. Hayes 
was elected on a platform, of which 
we quote the financial plank: 

“In the first act of Congress signed 
by President Grant the national gov- 
ernment assumed to remove any doubts 
of its purpose to discharge all just ob- 
ligations to the public creditors and 
solemnly pledged its faith to make pro- 
visions at the earliest practicable period 
for the redemption of the United States 
notes in coin. Commercial prosperity, 
public morals and the national credit 
demand that this promise be fulfilled 
by a continuous and steady progress to 
specie payment.” 

This promise was redeemed in 1879, 
under the able leadership of John 
Sherman. All the dollars were made 
redeemable at their face value in every 
State in the Union. It is this old, well- 
worn and battle-scarred party that now 
comes up and asks the American people 
to trust it for the future because it has 
kept all its pledges in the past. Of 
what other party can as much be said?

“If you think you have hard times, 
what would it be if these same influ- 
ences succeeded in driving India to a 
gold standard, if they should succeed in 
suspending the free coinage of silver in 
India.”—(Toledo speech. 

Free coinage of silver in India was 
suspended in 1893, and still sus- 
pended. This action was taken on the 
recommendation of a commission on the 
currency, appointed on the recommen- 
dation of the council of the government 
of India. The mints of India were 
closed to silver on June 26, 1893, with 
the avowed purpose of eventually estapb- 
lishing a single gold standard. They 
still remain closed to silver, no silver 
coins except small fractional currency 
having been coined at the mints of In- 
dia during the years 1894-95, most of 
this being recoinage of uncurrent coins 
and foreign coin. 

“‘Wage-earners know that while a gold 
standard raises the purchasing power 
of the dollar, tt also makes it more dif- 
ficult to obtain possession of the dol- 
lar.’”—{(Madison Square Garden speech. 

The report of the committee of the 
United States Senate, of which his sil- 
ver associate, Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada, was a member, and whose report 
is accepted by all parties as accurate, 
shows that the earnings of labor have 
steadily increased since 1873. the date at 
which he claims the United States went 
to a gold standard. The report of the 
Aldrich committee shows the average 
wages of labor in 1891 were materially 
higher than they were in 1873, when the 
figures for that date are reduced to a 
gold basis, while the dollars now earned 
will buy on an average 25 per cent. 
more than they did then. If there has 
been a decrease in the wages of labor 
since the date of the Aldrich report, it 
is that of the past two years, due to 
the closing of shops and factories by 
the tariff law which Mr. Bryan helped 
frame and pass.

TRASK WINS THE CHECK. 


Judge Van Dyke Says Santa Monica 
Must Refund, 

Judge Van Dyke has written an ex- 
haustive opinion In the suit of Walter 
J. Trask against the town of Santa 
Monica and J. E. White, as assignee of 
Frank Moir and Moir & Smith, co- 
partners and insolvent debtors. 

The town of Santa Monica; for the 
purpose of constructing a main out- 
fall sewer, proceeded under the act of 
March 19, 1889 (Statutes 1889, p. 399,) 


town voted in favor 
of the proposition and $40,000 in bonds 
were issued. The bonds were made 
payable in thé city of New York. 

In due time the Board of Trustees in 
vited proposals to construct the work, 
containing a requirement that bidders 
should accompany their bid with a cer 
tifled check for $1000. 

Frank Moir sent a bid accompanied 
by a check on the Los Angeles National 
Bank for the said sum of $1000. The 
evidence discloses the fact that A. P. 
Maginnis, with Moir, put up a short- 
time note with said bank for the pur- 
pose “of enabling Moir to procure the 
certified check. Moir also bid for, or 
agreed to take $25,000 of said sewer 
bonds, and thereupon the Board of 
Trustees awarded the contract to him, 
conditioned, however, that he shoul 
take bonds as agreed.

Moir did not take up or pay said 
note, but left it to be taken care of by

“It is contended by counsel on behalf 
of the town,” says the court, “that the 
town had the right to declare the check 
forfeited under the circumstances, re- 
ferring for their authority to the so- 
called Vrooman act of 1885, as amended 
in 1889. Statutes of 1889, page 157. But 


under the circumstances. The _ s0- 
called Vrooman act, with its amend- 
ments, is*intended to provide for such 
improvements as are paid by assess- 
ments upon the property fronting upon 
the streets, lanes, alleys or courts 
through or in which the improvements 
are made. 

“Under that act, after the ‘award of 
a contrect is made, notice is required 
to be given as therein provided and the 
owners of three-fourths of the frontage 
have the right to come forward and 
take the work out of the hands of the 
bidder and enter into a contract them- 
selves for doing the work; and it is only 
after notice and failure of the owners 
to enter into ‘the contract and the orig- 
inal bidder neglects for fifteen days 
that he is in default and his deposit 
liable to be forfeited.” 

The court says none of these steps 
were taken in this case by the de- 
fendant town, and that (forfeitures 
are not favored in law. (C. C., 1442.) 

Judge Van Dyke finds further, “that 
the work in question was to be paid 
for by the town and not by the prop- 
erty fronting on the line of the sewer, 
and that the proceeding is under the 
act first referred to of March 19, 1889. 
The ordinance passed by the town also 
shows this, because it recites, among 
other things, that it was to acquire, 
construct and complete a sewer system 
in said town, the cost of which was too 


came necessary to call an election for 
the purpose of issuing bonds to raise 
money to pay for said improvement.” 

The court declares that there is no 
provision in this act requiring bidders 
to furinsh a bond or make a deposit, 
as a condition for making a bid. “After 
the contract is awarded the city or 
town authorities have the right ‘to re- 
quire such bonds as they may deem 
best from the successful bidder, to in- 
sure a faithful performance of the con- 
tract work.’ (Section 10, Statutes 1889, 
p. 402.) The court cannot presume, as 
suggested by defendant's counsel, that 
the town was able to carry out the 
contract without the sale of the bonds 
in question, for the reason that the or- 
dinance itself, as already shown, recites 
that the cost of the work would be too 
great to be paid out of the town’s an- 
nual income and revenue.” 

The court quotes from Chitty on 
Contracts (522-538,) to show that where 
a deposit is made to an auctioneer de- 
pending upon his making out a title 
to the property sold, upon failure to do 
so the deposit can be recovered.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


THREE OPINIONS HANDED DOWN IN 
DISTRIOT OF LOS ANGELES. 


Plaintiffs Must File New Complaint 
im the San Diego Case—Ritsman 
is Defeated in the Pasadena Case. 
A Judgment Partly Affirmed. 


The Supreme Court has handed 
down an opinion in the suit of Amelia 
B. Baker and William G. Baker, plain- 
tiffs and respondents, vs. the Southern 
California Railway Company, defend- 
ant and appellant. 

This action was brought by the plain- 
tiffs in the Justice Court to recover the 
sum Of $130, the value of a cow and 
steer, alleged to have been killed by a 
train on defendant’s road. 

An answer was filed in which it was 
alleged, among other things, that tne 
determination of the action necessarily 
involved the question of title to or pos- 
session of real property, and said cause 
was accordingly certified to the Supe- 
rior Court, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 838 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Or January 22, 1895, an order. was 
made by said Superior Court on motion 
of the plaintiffs, and without notice to 
the defendgnt, granting plaintiffs leave 
to file an amended complaint, and the 
complaint upon which this action was 
tried in said court was thereupon filed. 
On February 1, 1895, the defendant, upon 
notice duly given, moved the court to 
strike out said amended complaint and 
to vacate the order under which the 


This motion was denied, the defend- 
ants demurred to said amended com- 
plaint, the demurrer was overruled and 
an answer filed. The cause was tried 
by the court without a jury, and find- 
ings arid judgment were for the plain- 
tiffs, and this appeal is from the judg- 
ment, and from the order denying de- 
defendant’s motion for a new trial. 
Respondents contend that the amount 
in controversy, being less than $300, 
and no question as to the title or pos- 
session of real estate being raised on 
appeal, the court is without jurisdic- 
tion, and that the appeal should be dis- 
missed. 

The court says: “Respondents moved 
this court in December last to dismiss 
this appeal upon the ground that it had 
no jurisdiction to entertain or consider 
it. That motion was denied, and the

This is a Pasadena case, and a dis- 
pute over $2 has caused an expenditure 
of nearly $1000 in litigation. 

This action was brought to recover 
damages for the conversion of certain 
horses. Defendant recovered judgment 
and plaintiff appeals. Among other 
reasons given by the respondent why 
the judgment should not be reversed is 
the claim that the complaint states no 
cause of action. 

The court says as it-is of the opinion 
that this claim must ‘be sustained, it 
will not be necessary to mention other 
points. 

This cavse was tried in Justice 
Court for the conversion of a horse, 
buggy and harness. While that action 
was pending, this plaintiff-defendent 
moved the court for a change of venue 
on an affidavit stating that he believed 
he could not have a fair trial before the 
said justice, by reason of the interest, 
prejudice and bias of said justice. 
Thereupon the said Justice of the Peace 
overruled the motion for a change of 
venue and over the objection of de- 
fendant in that case plaintiff here pro- 
ceeded to try the cause and rendered 
judgment for the plaintiff in that case 
against this plaintiff for $195 and costs 
of suit. 

Among numerous points contended is 
that the case was appealed by the 
plaintiff from the Justice Court to the 
Superior Court, where the appeal was 


dismissal was an affirmance. Had the 
judgment appealed from been entirely 
void. The court does sup- 
pose such a dismissal would 
have made it a valid judgment, 
but as it was merely erroneous such 
dismissal did have the effect of put- 
ting it beyond attack for any error 
which could have been ayaiied of by 
the appellant on that appéal.

T. L. Briggs and others, respondents. 

This suit was brought to recover the 
sum of $375, alleged to be due in two 
separate acounts. | 

In reviewing the cause, the, court 
says the plaintiff requested the court 
to give to the jury the following in+ 
structions, which were refused,,and ex-. 
ceptions reserved: 

“An agent who is only authorized’ to’ 
collect rents has no power to receive 
in payment anything but money.” 

“If you believe that W. 1. Houghton 
was only authorized to find tenants 
for plaintiff’s land and collect the rents, 
under leases executed by plaintiff, and 
that the second installment of rent 
under section 20, was neVer paid, except 
by a credit on Houghton’s account with 
the defendant, suc’? payment does not 
bind the plaintiff, nor discharge the 
defendants.”’ 

The court says these instructions 
stated the law applicable to the case 
correctly, and the refusal to give them 
was clearly error.

The speaker illustrated this idea by a 
story of the ginseng gatherers of Ten- 
nesseé. A mountaineer who so earned 
his living, surlily retorted to a neigh- 
bor who was telling him of the war be- 
tween China and Japan: “Let them 
fight it out; it’s none of my affair.”” He 
did not think otherwise until he found 
the Chinese market for his ginseng

RAINS ARE DUE. 


Weather and Crop Report for the 
Past Week. 

The climate and crop bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau for Southern Califor- 
nia for the week ending Monday, Oc- 
tober 12, has been compiled by George 
E. Franklin, local observer, as follows: 

Fogs. were prevalent in the Coast 
districts during the earlier part of the 
week, while the latter part was gen- 
erally fair with fresh land winds. There 
was no rain in any section, and the 
long dry season continued unbroken 
with no indications of rain at the close 
of this report. The autumn rains are 
now due, the usual beginning of which 
is the middle of the current month; the 
average precipitation for the month 
of October ranges from three-quarters 
of an inch at Los Angeles to one-third 
of an inch at San Diego. Very little 
farm work is now being done, owing to 
the lack of rain, and until the rains 
come reports will be few and limited 
in information. The weather was fav- 
orabl2> in the interior districts for 
raisin-making, which will be finished 
by the end of this month. Very destruc- 
tive mountain fires broke out afresh 
at the end of the week back of Pasa- 
dena, which endangers the water-shed 
of a number of places in this vicinity. 

Ventura county—West Saticoy: The 
weather was too foggy for good bean 
threshing; however all are in and re-

It is 
through this love of children that the 
mutual love and inter-dependence of 
the human race has grown up. Thus 
was e idea of home first suggested 
to ae man, and thus will the 
great principles of altruism finally be- 
universal. 

The speaker pleaded for closer atten- 
tion to the science of -parenthood, so 
generally neglected in the midst of the 

diverse interests which occupy the. at- 
tention of society. The overwhelming 
importance of child culture never seems 
to occur to people who would be the 
first to demand skill and training in 
other branches of the

The total number of failures of firms, 
corporations and individuals in com- 
mercial], financial and industrial lines 
in the United States during the past 
nine months is 11,280, the largest aggre- 
gate for a like period since records of 
this character have been compiled, the 
next largest total having been in the 
corresponding portion of 1893, 11,140, 
five months of which were marked by 
panic. 

In commenting upon 
Bradstreet's says: 

“The third quarter of the current 
calendar year brought with it an ex- 
traordinarily large number of failures. 
The first and fourth quarters of a 
ealendar year usually furnish the larg- 
est number, and the third quarter gen- 
erally the smallest, but the current 
year proves a marked exception. While 
there are 140 more business failures 


these figures 


during the past nine months than in 


the corresponding portion of 1893, an 
increase of less than 2 per cent., total 
liabilities of those failing amount to 
only 52 per cent. of the total abilities 
reported tn a like period of 1893. 

Dun’s Review, commenting on the 
game subject, has the following re- 
marks: 

“While the situation is happily very 
different in many other respects, the 
record of commercial disasters by itself 
is depressing, the more because it ig- 
nores the fact that many of the most 
important failures were primarily due 
to losses sustained in 1893, from which 
recovery has not been found possible. 
But the extraordinary financial and in- 
dustrial uncertainty attending the 
Presidential contest this year makes it 
by no means strange that firms already 
weakened have gone down, and many 
others have been prostrated. The re- 
cent influx of gold and change of feel- 
ing have brought much relief, though 
uncertainty will not be wholly removed 
prior to the election. But it is not be- 
yond the legitimate field of a strictly 
non-partisan journal, to note that. the 
disasters already caused by apprehen- 
sion indicate something of the conse- 
quences which would follow the changes 
apprehended.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

RUSINESS AT LONG RANGE. The 
Philadelphia Ledger states, apropos of 
the pruchase of the Hilton-Hughes 
stock and business at New York by 
John Wanamaker of Philadelphia, that 
goods purchased in one city will be de- 
livered in the other, just as if pur- 
chased there. This gives one a realiz- 
ing sense of how distance is being an- 
nihilated by modern methods? Talking 
Apart by BEES 
telephone is no longer a novelty. Travel 
between Philadelphia and New York 
long ago became as familiar and re- 
quired as little preparation as a ride in 
a street car, but it is something new to 
have the daily delivery system ex- 
tended a hundred miles, so that a pair 
of gloves purchased at Thirteenth and 
Chestnut streets, Philadelphia, may be 
delivered in Harlem as readily as in 
West Philadelphia.

A GREAT WHEAT COUNTRY. 
British imports of wheat during the 
eight months ended August 31 show 
that the United States is the only great 
wheat-producing country that had held 
its own in the English markets. As 
compared with the previous year, im- 
ports from Russia decreased 8,000,000 
bushels, imports from the Argentine 
were cut down more than half, imports 
from India more than two-thirds, while 
imports from Australia practically 
ceased. Imports from the United States, 
however, showed a marked increase. 
Of this the Statist says: “The United 
States is the only source of supply 
holding its own, and apparently the 
future course of prices in Mark Lane 
depends more on the States than on 
any other producer.” .

“According to the latest Japanese 
papers only 353,000 pounds of tea were 
brought to Yokohama between Septem- 
ber 1 and 15. This shows a decrease 
of 580,000 pounds in comparison with 
the latter half of August. Many miles 
of railroad were washed out by the 
flood. Trains between Kobe and Osaka 
were resumed two weeks ago, freight 
being transferred across the one 
breach remaining. The important line 
between Osaka and Kanzaki is still 
closed. Prospects are that shipments

MARKET PRICE FOR LIMA BEANS 
18 ADVANCING. 


A Strong Combination of Growers. 
Increasing itInterest in Beet 
Sugar—Rabid Utterances by a 
Bryanite Orator. 


VENTURA, Oct. 14.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The bean harvest is Very 
nearly completed, and in a few days 
the figures for the year’s volame of 
limas will be in. The crop is estimated 
to be about one-quarter short of the 
normal. Saturday last 150 leading 
farmers met at Mofhtalvo, and an or- 
ganization of growers has been per- 
fected, with Hon. Marion Cannon, presi- 
dent, and A. F. Maulhardt, secretary. 
The Executive Committee is made up 
as follows: J. Maulhardt, Bad Wagner, 
George Powers, J. E. Borchard, N. W. 
Blanchard, T. Gabbert, A. Camarillo, D. 
Lewis, Charles Donlon, P. S. Carr. 
The object of the Bean-growers'’ Asso- 
ciation is by united action to reach the 
market direct, and maintain prices 
without influence from middle men and 
speculators. At Saturday's meeting 
500,000 bags were represented, which 
makes a strong combination. Durin 
the past ten days prices have advanc 
30 cents per hundred for limas, with 
no large shipments. This advance is 
due to failure of the German crop and 
the combined action of American grow- 
ers to maintain prices. Small farm- 
ers are being protected by the associa- 
tion, as no large offerings have been 
made since the organization was com- 
pleted. A. F. Maulhardt, secretary, in- 
formed the Times representative today 
that he counseled small farmers to hold 
on to their crops, as under existing con- 
ditions a further advance is certain. 
BEET SUGAR. 

The interest in the beet-sugar indus- 
try is growing, and a factory of the 
first class in full running order within 
the next two years is a guaranteed fact. 
Thursday, October 15, a second meeting 
of farmers and others interested will be 
held at the home of J. E. Borchard to 
further discuss propositions from in- 
dividuals and syndicates in reference 
to the building of a factory, and to ar- 
range details for holding meetings to 
advance sugar interests.

Among others who are in- 
vestigating the situation in this county 
is Henry T. Oxnard. who has expressed 
himself as thoroughly satisfied that the 
soil and climatic conditions in this 
county. will warrant not only the erec- 
tion of factories, but the building of a 
spur to connect the factory with the 
Southern Pacific Railroad tracks on the 
Santa Barbara division. As such a spur 
would cross the Santa Clara River, the 
confidence that stfggests the building uf 
the necessary bridge must be founded 
on substantial grounds. This and other 
ra of equal importance wiil be 
a 


en up and fully discussed at the 
meeting tomorrow. The site for the 
proposed Spreckels factory is taking 


up the time and attention of the farm- 
ers and sugar committee at this time. 
Secretary Maulhardt inclines to the be- 
lief that when finally determined upon, 
the factory site will be located three or 
four miles northeast from Hueneme. 
The trouble now existing in the mat- 
ter of a selection is the price asked for 
land. Farmers are holding their land 
at boom figures not warranted by the 
facts. but this and other matters will 
be satisfactorily adjusted by the com- 
mittee, which is made up of conserva- 
tive farmers and men of tried executive 


ability. All in all, the outlook is very 


favorable for a boom in sugar farming 
in this county.

DURRANT IS AN ANGEL. 

This sentiment was uttered last 
night in Armory Hall to the manifest 
disgust of everybody who heard it. 
The man who so far departed from 
the lines of political decency as to 
compare Murderer Durrant to John 
Sherman was one Dr. York of San 
José, sent out by the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee to boost Bryan into 
the Presidential chair.

TOM REED’S COMING EXCITES 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 


A Big Delegation. Will Come to Los 


Angeles by Special Train to 
Hear Him—The Bean-growers 
Organize. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 14.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Ever since the 
Tom Reed cartoon appeared in The 
Times, on Monday last, enthusiastic 
Republicans have been asking. “So 
Tom Reed is actually coming to this 
Coast?” and declaring that If he comes 
as near as San Francisco they will 
surely go to hear him. When The Times 
arrived today and announced a Tom 
Reed meeting in Los Angeles on the 
27th of this month their enthusiasm 
went several notches higher than it 
had been before during the campaign. 

Mr. Simpson was seen in.regard to 
a special train and special rate. He 
replied: “Get one hundred tickets at 
one fare for the round trip and we will 
run a special.” That settled the matter 
of a special. Dozens have signified 
their Intention of hearing Tom Reed if 
he came as near as San Francisco,-and 
now that he is already slated and 
dated for Los Angeles there will be no 
trouble about doubling the require- 
ments of the special train. 

BEAN-GROWERS ORGANIZE. 

The lima bean-growers of this county 
were represented at the Montalvo meet- 
ing on Saturday last by Henry Hill, L. 
D. Hill and E. A. Hollister of Goleta 
and one of two from Carpinteria. The 
Southern Pacific railroad has been 
sending beans East at the rate of about 
fifty cars per week, but the fixing of 
the price at 2 cents per pound by the 
growers will doubtless call at least a 
temporary halt in the bean movement. 
At the beet-growers’ meeting, held at 
the same time and place, a proposition 
was made to extend the railroad some 
six miles across the river and make a 
dollar per ton rate to Chino, provided 
3000 acres of beets are guaranteed for 
the first year, and a new beet-sugar 
factory will be built in the vicinity of 
Springville provided 10,000 acres in 
beets are guaranteed the following 
year. A committee is now out to as- 
certain the number of acres that can 
be depended upon. One farmer says 
he will subscribe 1000 acres provided the 
factory is located to suit him. It seems 
a foregone conclusion that Ventura 
county will have a big beet-sugar fac- 
tory. This will cause many acres of 
good bean land to be planted in beets, 
and this in time will exhaust the value 


of the land yet available for lima 
beens, which is limited to a narrow 
strip along the coast of Ventura and 
Santa Barbara counties. 

Mr. Hollister of Goleta. who attended 
both these meetings, says that, while 
the bean-growers’ organization was 
not completed when he left, he firmly 
believes that it will be, and that it will 
be successful in holding the home price 
of limas at 2 cents, and possibly higher. 
He thinks the sugar-beet industry will 
not cut much figure in the bean busi- 
ness for the reason that the greater part 
of the land prepared for beet culture 
and admirably adapted to it is light 
and sandy and not first-class bean land.

Most of the Party Nominees and 
Some New Aspirants for Office 
Filed the Necessary Fetitions 
for Indorsement.

For Treasurer no independent candi- 
date materialized to contest the office 
with W. A. Hartwell and A. B. Work- 
man, Republican and Democratic nom- 
inees, respectively, so it will be a 
straight fight between the two for the 
league indorsement. 

For Auditor, T. E. Nichols, Repub- 
lican nominee, and W. E. Hughes, in- 
dependent Democrat, will try conclu- 
sions. 8S. E. Fulton, the Populist nom- 
inee, did not file a petition. 

For City Clerk there are no aspirants 
besides the regular nominees of the 
Republican and Democratic conven- 
tions, Charles L. Wilde and Capt. C. 
H. Hance. 

For City Engineer there are three 
candidates, Burr Bassel} having de- 
cided to enter the race with C. S&S. 
Compton, the incumbent, and J. H. 
Dockweiler, Democratic nominee, for 
the league indorsement.
